In the modern Utopia, which is Socialist 
Saskatchewan, lives John Ivanchuk, a north- 
ern lake fisherman with 46 nets, and a boat 
with motor. Like other fishermen in Canada 
Mr. Ivanchuk is subject to rules and regula- 
tions designed to protect his industry. Unlike 
other fishermen in other parts of Canada, 
John is beset with numerous marketing regu- 
lations imposed by the C.C.F. Saskatchewan 
Government.

(From Calgary Albertan) 

William Randolph Hearst, in influence, 
wealth and scope of operations, was probably 
the No. 1 newspaper publisher in the world. 
By material standards he was probably the 
most successful. But he wasn't the best. 

His vast newspaper properties were in- 
deed an empire, and he was the emperor in 
much more than name, His slightest whims, 
right up to the time of his death, were im- 
mediately translated into fanatical crusades 
from one end of the United States to the 
other. There was no independence in his 
chain. Each paper was his personal tool. 

Hearst was a keen disciple of ‘‘yellow 
journalism,” and his mastery of it con- 
tributed to his success. He pandered to the 
tastes of the least intelligent and most un- 
stable and unreasonable of his readers. It 
is a reflection on the public, more than on 
him, that there should have been such over- 
whelming response, 

Nevertheless ag was a good craftsman, 
if establishing, reorganizing and promoting 
newspapers can be called a craft. Apart 
from some of his outlandish editorial notions 
and his “yellow” publishing ta: , he helped 
to improve the pace if not the standard of 
journalism in his country. There was no 
sloppy or meestonset, Seere-talnet eng on his 

papers. He asym his readers with more 
news than y could find in most other 
papers, and that, it should be admitted, may 
have accounted for his success more than 
anything else.

- Beaver Trapping Program Here Pays Off; 
Alla. Farmers Will Nef $370,000 This Year 


Many busy little beavers are putting themselves out of 
business in Alberta by providing a new prop to the economy 
of the province’s hard-working farmers. 


Government authorities said 
that a year-old provincial beaver 
trapping program would put an 
estimated $870,000 into the poc- 
kets of some 498 farmers this 
year. The estimated catch was 
18,450 beaver, about three times 
the number taken last year by 
rcgistered trappers. 

PELTS WORTH $35 

The first year, 1950, saw 472 
permits issued with 2,073 beaver 
taken by the farmers from their 
land. The best pelts bring up to 
$35. 

Ten years ago beaver were 
found only in isolated parts of 
Alberta: Strict controls were in- 
troduced to halt poaching, and 
a closed season was enforced on 
all, trappers. 

Slowly, the beaver population 
began to increase and move into 
settlers’ areas. 

The next thing the government 
knew it was being swamped with 
farmers’ complaints about how 
the beaver dams were flooding 
their hay meadows, crops, roads 
and bridges. 

One beaver caused more than 
$10,000 damage when it bur- 
rowed through the main irri- 
gation ditch in the Lethbridge 
district. 

Beaver can be live-trapped dur- 
ing the early spring, but most 
are taken between Aug. 1 and

Mayor Sidney Parsons has ask- 
ed Hon. George Prudham, Minis- 
ter of Mines and Technical Sur- 
veys, to call a meeting of distriet 
MP’s to discuss “the necessity for 
adequate defence highways” in 
northern Alberta. 

Eleven military and government 
officials gathered here this week 
at the joint defence board meet- 
ing. 

Headed. by Gen. A. G. L. Mc- 
Naughton, unspecified military 
matters were discussed at meet. 

Several field trips wire made 
by the group, and Gen. McNaugh- 
ton said that the board is

northern radar network. 

The joint board, established in 
1940, last met in Edmonton in 
1949. 

Commenting on road conditions 
as a matter vital in defence, 
Mayor Parsons said recently that 
“if Edmonton ever becomes a 
combat area highways will be 
needed to move civilians out and 
bring the army in.” 

Mr. Parsons called for the 
meeting of district MPs following 
iu gathcring of the Trans-Canada 
Highway Association, Yellowhead 
route.

Fred Macdonald, MP for Edmon- 
ton East. 

Following any meeting of MPs 
called by Mr. Prudham another 
meeting of the highway associa- 
tion will be held, Mr. Parsons 
said.

May Be In Canada 


The Royal Canadian Mounted Police have joiried the. 
US. Federal Bureau of Investigation in a widespread man- 
— hunt to flush out eight fugitive Communist leaders whom 
police believe may be hiding in Canada. 


The Red leaders, wanted in the 
~ U.S. for teaching violent over- 
throw of the goyernment, dis- 
appeared last June and July. 

The wanted men are: 

GUS HALL, 40, National Secre- 
tary of the U.S. Communist 


Party; 

HENRY WINSTON, 40, Or- 
ganizational Secretary of the U.S. 
Communist Party; 

GILBERT GREEN, 44,. Chair-

Fine, Marron, Steinberg and 
Jackson were indicted by a New 
York grand jury June 20 for vio- 
lation of the Smith Act and are 
fugitives as a result of their 
action in evading arrest. 

The FBI called in the Moun- 
ties in the belief that some of 
the eight fugitives may have 
fled to Canada. 

In a long-distance tnterview 
with The Edmonton Sun, J. Edgar 
Hoover, director of the FBI, said 
that “anyone having information 
on the whereabouts of the eight 
Communist leaders should contact 
their nearest law enforcement 
agency.” 

It is possible, he said, that the 
fugitive Reds might be in hiding 
anywhere in the United States or 
Canada. 

Gus Hall is described as 5’ 11” 
in height, weight 22 pounds, blue- 
gray eyes, light brown hair, fair 
complexion. 

Hall has spent nearly his en- 
tire lifetime in Communist Party 
activity, and had previously been 
arrested for rioting, possession of 
en yee and violation of the 
U.S. Election Law. 

Henry Winston, a Negro, is 
5’ 11” in height, weight 200 
pounds, brown eyes, black and 
kinky hair. 

A long-time Communist Party 
worker, he visited-Russia in 1933 
and 1937, has been active as a

An Edmonten Sun survey this 
week revealed that the proportion 
of union members to the city’s 
population—about one in 13—is 
the same as the proportion for the 
whole country. 

It was announced in Ottawa that 
labor union membership had 
reached 1,029,000 in Canada, or, 
on the basis of a total population 
of 14,000,000, just under one in 
13. 

Edmonten, with a population 
of 165,000, has an estimated 1z,- 
600 union members, supporting 
the same one in 18 ratio, 

As elsewhere throughout the 
country, the Trade and Labor 
Council has more members than 
any other labor group. The T and 
LC has’ over 6,000 affiliated with 
the Edmonton Council. 

The Canadian Congress of Labor 
have most of their Alberta mem- 
bers in industries, such as coal 
mining, outside the major cities. 

In Edmonton they have about 
1,700 workers, the largest group 
of which is the Paockinghouse 
Workers. 

International railroad brother- 
hoods, not affiliated with either 
congress, have near 2,000 mem- 
bers here. 

In addition, there are several 
independent unions with a total 
membership of about 2,800.

the National Employment Service. 


Hundreds of young people who 
are entering industrial life for 
the first time are being assisted in 
finding jobs most suited to their 
abilities. 

And handicapped p:rsons, ex- 
prison inmates, and others are 
being assisted by the service, 

“Tt’s not just a matter of find- 


ing a person a job,” says J. I. 


Grodeland, director of the Special 
Placement d.partment. 

“It’s more a matter of finding 
what job a person is most suited 
to, and then locating employment 
where he can take advantage of 
his abilities,” 

Many hours are spent in inter- 
views with applicants to det:r- 
mine their capacities. 

“We're particularly interested 
in placing young people in posi- 


tions that have a future,’ Mr.— 
Grodeland said. 
“Unfortunately, few school 


graduates have any idea of thcir 
employment capabilities or of the 
opportunities in the various fields 
they may be interested in,’ he 
added. 

Often a period of apprentice 
ship is needed before young peo- 
ple are ready to take jobs in the 
work of their choice. 

The placement s:rvice works in 
close cooperation with welfare 
associations which are-often called 
upon to provide special assistance 
while job opportunities are being 
explored. 

Therefore, placement in a job 
is not always the immediate ob- 
jective, as this may be preceded 
by further education or vocational 
training. 

The service has been very suc- 
cessful in locating jobs for phy- 
sically handicapped persons, 

Jobs must be found for the 
handicapped wh me they can per- 
form as effectively as if they had 
no handicap. 

Thus, every effort is made to 
capitalize on what a person has 
left to make up for what he has 
lost. 

“There’s something every han- 
dicapped p:rson can master,” Mr. 
Grodeland said. 

Success in placing the handi- 
capped always depends on co- 
operation from employers, in 
offering positions to fit people 
with handicaps. 

Last year jobs were found for 
over 500 hafidicapped persons, 
and it is expected more will be 
found this year.
